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School Board Aims 


At Doing 


Things A 


Little Differently

The Andover School Committee would 
like to do a few things differently next year, 
among them budget planning, the way they 
review academic programs and the priority 
they give to discussing educational issues. 

Committee members Tuesday night 
swapped their ideas for goals for the com- 
ing year — some described as goals for the 
committee. others for the superintendent, 
and others for the entire school system 

All agreed with Chairman Richard Neal 
that the schoo] department budget should 
be completed by mid-February, in time to 
be included in the Finance Committee's 
town meeting report — something ‘‘we 
haven't accomplished yet,’’ Neal noted. 
Robert Smith suggested appointing a sub- 
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committee to work on scheduling budget 
discussions to make sure the school com- 
mittee meets that pre-town meeting dead- 
line 

The chairman also said he would like to 
“streamline the routine business aspects” 
of the committee's twice-monthly agendas 
to leave more time to ‘discuss matters of 
educational substance.”’ 

Neal complained that such topics often 
come up at the end of long meetings and are 
dealt with only briefly. Structuring ‘‘busi- 
ness meetings’ separate from ‘‘educational 
meetings» each month might solve that 
problem, he suggested. 

And the program reviews offered by pro- 
gram advisors during late fall and early 
winter committee meetings need a new 
format, the chairman added. Committee 
member Susan Poore agreed, suggesting 
that program advisors make two distinct 
presentations: one describing the programs 
as they exist, and another describing hopes 
for the coming year — preferably presented 
to the committee before the next year’s 
budget is set. 

Committee members said they hope to 
take up some long-range planning, looking 
three to five years into the future. Neal 
pointed out that the committee has yet to 
meet with the parents’ grassroots commit- 
tee that studied the elementary programs 
during the past year, which will be an 
important part of planning for the future 
and he added that a secondary survey will 
be completed during the next few months 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert com- 
mented that long-range planning for two or 
three years would be helpful, especially 
when deciding the future of existing school 
buildings 

Poore offered a list of goals for the year 
Her goals included updating the commit- 
tee’s policy book to eliminate outdated poli- 
cies; discussing academic probation, an 
idea she proposed earlier this year, in time 
to implement it in September 1984; and 
emphasizing the ‘critically important’ 
academic skills of note-taking, research, 
and outlining term papers and reports. 

The committee member also described 
the need to discuss the schools’ physical 
plant in relation to population projections:

Our History Detailed And Nationally Registered 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


There are scattered about Andover 501 
structures that help tell the story of this 
town, either by their architecture or their 
history. or both 

This vear those structures — among them 
houses, mills, offices, clubs, one apartment 
building and two bridges were dignified 
with national recognition of their signifi 
cance. They have been entered into the 
National Register of Historic Places 

The information the Andover Historical 
Commission submitted to the National Reg- 
ister to secure this honor is contained in a 
bulky loose-leaf notebook, and in its pages 
are detailed descriptions, photographs and 
brief histories of the historic properties 

That information was compiled under the 
direction of Marsha Rooney of the Andover 
Historical Commission, and submitted for 
nomination to the National Register’s Mul- 
tiple Resource program by the Massachu- 
setts Historical Commission. With its 
Multiple Resource program, the National 
Register encourages towns and cities 
across the nation to document properties 
that help illustrate how those communities 
have grown and changed 

The design of the Multiple Resource nom- 
ination was ‘‘a wise choice,’’ Marsha says 
It really does pull together a lot of infor 
mation about how the community devel- 
oped, and how you can see that 
development every day. It’s really wonder- 
ful to have pulled together this capsule 
version of Andover’s history a visual 
picture of how a mill and farming commu- 
nity developed 

The project began three years ago, when 
preservation planning consultant Wendy 
Frontiero was hired for nine months to 
work on the nomination. (The consultant 
also developed a preservation plan for the 
entire town, offering her recommendations 
on how Andover might protect its historic 
properties. ) 

Marsha supervised Ms. Frontiero’s work, 
and also administered funding for the $13, 
000 project, which came from a town meet- 
ing appropriation and matching grants 
from the state historical commission. Ms 
Rooney and other town employees donated 
manpower, and the Andover Historical So- 
ciety donated its Main Street office space to 
the project as well 

‘It was an incredible amount of work,”’ 
Marsha recalls, ‘‘a lot of it just plain grit 
work 

Starting with the Andover Historic Build 
ing Survey, completed in 1976 as ‘‘a very 
general survey of all the historic buildings 
in town,’ Ms. Frontiero and staff began 
plotting historic structures on assessor's 
maps, color-coding them by period and ar 
chitectural style. (Commission members 
first drove all over town, searching for 
historic buildings that might have been 
overlooked) 

Following state historical commission 
guidelines, the consultant ranked the stuc- 
tures into three priority levels, judging 
them by their historic and architectural 
importance 

“It isn’t just architecture,"’ Ms. Rooney 
explains. ‘‘And it isn’t just where all the 
famous people lived. We tried to pick out 
the most explanatory structures, and the 
ones we could document. If we had a really 
great house but we couldn't figure out who 
had lived there, then it would have less 
priority than one we could document.” 

‘ 


Ms. Frontiero traced the history of the 
top-priority structures by researching 
deeds at the Essex County Registry of 
Deeds in Salem, supplemented by ‘‘a lot of 
reading about the development of And- 
over’, Marsha says. Some of the most 
enlightening (and most fascinating) infor 
mation she came up with is included in the 
nomination 

The Osgood farm, for instance, built 
around 1700 at 116 Osgood St., was inherited 
by Isaac Osgood — *‘a captain in the French 
and Indian War who is said to have always 
worn a wig to emphasize his position in this 
simple farming community.’ The Harding 
house at 6-8 Harding St. was built between 
1842 and 1846 as a duplex to be shared by 
Sarah Harding, who was single, and Hannah 
Barker, a widow; its design was ‘‘a con- 
scious response to a new social need for 
housing single women of modest means.” 

When the project was finished (and And- 
over was the first town in the state to file a 
nomination under the Multiple Resources 
program, right behind the city of Worces- 
ter), the historical commission had identi- 
fied 42 individual historic properties and 
defined six major districts that include 459 
historic structures, for a total of 501 struc- 
tures 

Those six districts, established where 

the heaviest concentrations of historic 
buildings’ were found, are labeled Acade- 
my Hill, Andover Village Industrial, Bal- 
lardvale, Central Street. Main Stree!-Locke 
Street and West Parish Center 

The Academy Hill district includes 450 
acres and 160 buildings at Phillips Acade- 
my, including those originally built for the 
former Abbot Academy and Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary. The buildings date from 
1780 to 1980, and brief histories of many are 
included in the nominaticn. (Foxcroft Halt, 
for example, one of the three original semi- 
nary buildings, is the oldest building still 
standing in the district: it was built in 1808 
as a gilt to the school from Phoebe Foxcroft 
Phillips, wife of the founder. ) 

Andover Village Industrial district (1814 
to 1925) encompasses the Marland Mills 
area off Stevens Street, with its mill hous- 
ing along North Main Street: Brechin Ter- 
race, with its twentieth-century duplex mill 
housing; and what was once known as Ab- 
bot Village, site of the Abbot Mill and Smith 
& Dove Mill, including parts of Red Spring 
Road and Cuba Street down to the foot of 
Kssex Street. The Tyer Rubber factory is 
also included in this district. (And Marsha 
notes that the district also includes a num- 
ber of ‘‘intrusions’’ — non-historic buildings 

within its boundaries. ) 

The mill community of Ballardvale (1835 
to 1935) comprises the third district, and 
features Greek, Gothic, and Italianate Re- 
vival architecture. The nomination notes 
that the village ‘‘retains much of the intan- 
gible character which distinguishes it from 
the rest of Andover.” 

In addition to the Ballardyale Mills on 
Andover Street, this district's historic 
structures include the railroad depot on 
Andover Street (built around 1845-1848);

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America’s Stonehenge 


Leon Morrill, executive director of the 
American Institute for Archaeological Re- 
search, has announced the institute's 
sponsorship of an extensive excavation at 
America’s Stonehenge in North Salem, 
N.H. America’ Stonehenge (formerly 
known as Mystery Hill) is one of the largest 
and oldest megalithic sites in North Ameri- 
ca. The complex, a series of erratic stone 
walls containing large shaped standing 
stones, cover approximately 20 acres. 

Like Stonehenge in England, America’s 
Stonehenge was built by an ancient people 
well-versed in astronomy and stone con- 
struction. Through several independent sur- 
veys by qualified researchers, it has been 
determined that the site is a very accurate 
astronomically aligned calendar. It was and 


still can be used in determining specific 
solar and lunar events of the year. These 
events include the annual summer and win- 
ter solstices (June 21 and December 21) and 
equinoxes (March 22 and September 22) and 
can be viewed today by making special 
arrangements with the management of 
America’s Stonehenge. 

Evidence of the site’s antiquity began to 
emerge in 1969 when enough charcoal was 
found at an excavation for analyzing by the 
carbon-14 method. The result was an age 
determinant of 3,000 years. In 1970, an addi- 
tional radiocarbon dating showed that 
America’s Stonehenge was at least 4,000 
years old.

The committee agreed to phase out the 
position on a four-one vote, with Michael 
Giammusso dissenting, despite the business 
manager's recommendation that the posi- 
tion be left intact for the entire school year:

Susan Poore said that while she favored 
eliminating the coordinator's position, she 
was ‘‘not sure’’ she would favor Paul’s 
recommendation for combining two posi- 
tions. Chairman Richard Neal asked the 
business manager to return next month 
with an explanation of how the merger of 
two positions would work. 

Later in the meeting, the committee 
voted unanimously to accept the business

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Pursue The Ramp 


In what would seem to be a never-ending quest for 
traffic relief in the Ballardvale area, there now would 
appear to be a glimmer of hope for a slip-ramp from 
Route 93 into the Lowell Junction industrial area. 

A traffic consultant informed selectrmen last week 
that such a ramp would be possible, if the effort toward 
a complete interchange on the interstate highway were 
dropped. 

While the cloverleaf entrance and exit into the indus- 
trial area is the more desirable, the indication by state 
authorities to the consultant that a slip ramp was a 
more viable alternative, indicates that the pressure for 
relief must now be directed toward that end. 

As most local residents and administrators are 
aware, for some incomprehensible reason, traffic relief 
for Ballardvale residents has been ignored for over a 
quarter of a century by state officials, despite And- 
over’s commendable efforts in improving the town and 
state’s industrial climate through municipally-assisteed 
development of the Lowell Junction Industrial Park. 

When Route 93 was under construction, local and 
State officials went to Washington, D.C. to attempt to 
convince highway officials that a road into the Lowell 
Junction area would be beneficial, particularly at a 
time when construction crews were already working in 
the area. 


At the time, there was no industry in the area, thus 
the reasoning, while sound to the proponents, fell on 
deaf ears. 

Since that time the area developed rapidly, assisted 
by municipal funding of utility extensions and town road 
improvements. 


cials of their intent to assist the town in providing 
highway and. safety improvements, particularly 
through an interchange. 

Various alternatives have been proposed over the 
years, some of them a bit ridiculous, such as running a 
new street for miles off Dascomb Road into the indus- 
trial area. 

A former governor, visiting Andover a short time 
before taking office indicated that the interchange 
would be one of his first priorities. Visiting Andover a 
few months later, the governor confessed to being 
unaware of the need for relief there, but would instruct 
his staff to begin working on it the following morning. 
The governor is no longer in office and the planned 
relief never got off the drawing board, obviously.. 

Pursuing a course which would provide a slip ramp 
into the industrial area seems then the proper course, 
despite the fear that this proposal, like others will be 
shunted to the back burner like all others. 

But, if there is a glimmer of hope in pushing for such 
a relief valve, then it should be actively advocated by 
Andover officials and residents, with some assistance 
from the neighboring towns of Tewksbury and Wilming- 
ton who share in some of the benefits Lowell Junction 
industries have brought to the area. 

It is conceivable that operators of the large trucks 
which travel Ballardvale streets, and commuters, don’t 
like using those thoroughfares any more than the resi- 
dents who suffer the inconvenience of the increased 
traffic and the accompanying safety hazards. 

If for no other reason than to satisfy the patient 
Ballardvale residents, it is suggested that strong initia- 
tive toward acquiring the slip ramp be initiated imme-

WASHINGTON — In his 

ress conference last week, 

resident Reagan crowed 
about the turnaround in the 
nation’s economy. Govern- 
ment economists’ new 
figures, he said, show an 
annual growth rate of 5.5 
percent in the gross national 
product. 

But soon, the headlines 
will tell a different story. 
The Joint Economic Com- 
mittee on Capitol Hill will 
announce some figures of its 
own — and they don’t agree 
with Reagan’s rosy predic- 
tion. 

The committee will 
explain that much of the 
GNP’s growth in the second 
quarter of this year was 
caused by the refilling of 
inventories. Businessmen 
had let their stocks dwindle 
during the recession. 

The upshot is that the real 
economic growth rate is 
only 2.5 percent for the sec- 
ond quarter. The committee 
report will point out that 
this is just about what the 
annual growth rate was 
when President Reagan took 
office. In other words, the 
economy may have turned 
around, but it’s still only 
back where it was when 
Jimmy Carter left town. 

White House sources tell 
us, meanwhile, that there’s a 
new version of an old idea 
floating around the Execu- 
tive Mansion that supposed- 
ly would bolster the econo- 
my. It’s a scheme to levy a

three or four percent nation- 
al sales tax on all goods, and 
it’s being discussed at the 
highest levels of the admin- 
istration.

impressive’ three-story mansion 

The Central Street district, from the Bap- 
tist Church to Phillips Street, ‘‘has always 
been the social and religious core of And- 
over, architecturally and visually its most 
impressive neighborhood,’’ the nomination 
states. The handsome homes on the street 
represent a range of architectural styles, 
from ‘the charming Kneeland-Marland cot- 
tage’’ at the corner of Chestnut Street (now 
called the ‘Rose Cottage’’) to Samuel Ab- 
bot's “ostentatious Georgian-style home’ 
at 47 Central St. In addition to the Baptist 
church, the district includes South Church 
and the Episcopal Church 

The Main Street/Locke district 
was formed to catch what couldn't be de- 
fined as part of Phillips Academy, Marsha 
explains. It includes the familiar 
Blanchard House at 97 Main St., home of 
the Andover Historical Society; but also the 
November Club on Locke Street (1891); the 
Caronel Court Apartments on Main Street, 
the town’s first apartment building (1923- 
1926); and the Mary Ballard House at 1 
Punchard Ave. (which originally taced 
Main Street, but was turned toward Pun 
chard Avenue during the twenties), circa 
1885. ‘‘one of Andover’s best-developed 
Queen Anne style designs 

The last district, West Parish Center, 
includes the West Parish Church as its 
‘jewel’, the church cemetery and church 
buildings, and farmhouses that display ‘‘a 
lot of various architectural styles just in 
this little section,"’ Rooney says 

These include the Abbot Stanyan-Boynton 
House at 173 Lowell St. (circa 1780), two 
and one-half stories high and ‘‘articulated 
by large, elegantly detailed windows’’; the 
Osgood Barnard House at 174 Lowell St 
built around 1810 for a busy shoemaker; and 
the C.A. Holt house at 202 Shawsheen Road 
built around 1872 to 1884 as ‘‘an outstanding

centriciiy for which the period is known’’— 
including elaborate gable screens and deco- 
rative shingling 

Descriptions of the 42 individual prop- 
erties include much more detail on the 
history and architecture of each property, 
Marsha points out. And although these in- 
clude Andover’s most easily recognizable 
historic properties the Bradlee School, 
the Abbot-Baker house at the corner of 
Argilla Road and Andover Street, Town 
Hall, the Musgrove building, the Lanam 
Club they include many lesser- 
known properties, such as the J.T. Abbot 
House at 34 Essex St. (Built around 1844 
this “charming Gothic cottage contains 
some of Andover’s most lively ornamenta- 
tion in the style,’ the nomination notes. ) 

The owners of each property have been 
presented with a certificate describing 
their home as part of the National Register 
of Historic Places. That designation will 
have little impact on ‘‘99 percent”’ of them, 
Ms. Rooney says: ‘‘It is mostly honorary 
It's nice to be on the National Register.”’ 
(Owners of income-producing properties, 
however, may be able to earn tax credits 
for rehabilitating their buildings. ) 

The designation offers little protection 
for the structures, Marsha adds, unless 
government funds are to be used in renova- 
tions: In that case, the state or federal 
government will take part in the planning 
process 

Someday, Marsha would like to see the 
page after page of information documented 
in the nomination tied up in *‘a nice glossy 
package with a sound and light show.”’ For 
now, however, it is contained in thick note- 
books that can be studied at the Andover 
Historical Society, Memorial Hall Library, 
the Oliver Wendell Holmes Library at Phil- 


lips Academy, and at the Community De- 
velopment and Planning department 


The director hopes townspeople will find 
out where these historic structures are

and that the owners, especially, will come 
in to learn more about their property. (Any 
new or corrected information they have to 
offer will also be welcome, she notes: ‘‘I 
wish we could have talked to every owner, 
and found out what they know and what 
they assume about their property.

“There are so many ways to enjoy local 
history,’’ Ms. Rooney says. ‘‘This seems to 
be one more of them.”’

In Boston
